Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Sorley  and  Gentlemen, 


In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty' as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Environ- 
mental Health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Desborough  for  the  year  1972. 

It  is  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  and  its  contents  have  been  compiled 
on  the  instructions  set  out  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  Circular  No.  1/73  which  was  received  on  January  5th,  1973. 

There  is  no  significant  change  in  the  statistics  relating  to  the 
Urban  District  since  last  year.  It  is,  however,  extremely  satisfactory 
to  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality  recorded  this  year  is  nil,  i.e.  no 
child  under  the- age  of  one  year  has  died  in  this  town  during  the  last 
twelve  months. 

In  the  same  way,  the  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  is  also 
very  lowj  only  seven  cases  being  recorded  i.e.  one  case  of  Infectious 
Hepatitis,  two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  imported  after  holidays  abroad 
and  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  No  secondary  cases  occurred  from  the 
Food  Poisoning  episode. 

On  May  26th,  information  was  received  that  foreign  necklaces  had 
been  imported,  mainly  from’ Africa,  the  beads  of  which  contained  a toxic- 
poison  i.e.  Abrin. 

A check  was  accordingly  made  on  Fancy-goods  and  Toy  Shops  and  Head 
Teachers  were  apprised  of  the  situation.  Thirty  strings  of  these  beads 
were  found  in  various  places  throughout  Northamptonshire  Health  Div.  No.  2 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  destruction  by  incineration. 

I carried  out  an  inspection  of  the  Learner  Swimming  Pool  situated 
at  Desborough  Junior  School  in  March  and  found  everything  satisfactory.  » 
It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  say  that  sixty  children  learned  to  swim 
in  this  pool  during  the  first 'year  that  it  was  open.  I have  drawn  your 
attention  before  to  the  serious  concern  of  the  Council  for  the  Promotion 
of  Water  Safety  and  each  youngster  should  now  be  able  to  swim  before 
passing  to  the  Secondary  School 
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An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  Yugoslavia  in  March  and  a 
circular  letter  was  sent  to  each  General  Practitioner  in  the  area 
advising  vaccination  against  Smallpox  for  persons  travelling  to 
Yugoslavia. 

Also  in  March,  X was  informed  that  instances  of  illegal  dumping 
of  Cyanide  Waste  within  the  County  had  recently  come  to  light.  This 
is  a dangerous  and  illegal  practice  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
satisfied  themselves  that  no  dumping  of  this  kind  had  taken  place  on 
Council  or  privately  owned  tips  in  this  County  District. 

Unsound  food  was  found  on  several  occasions  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  reported  each  instance  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  the  action  tafken  in  each  case  is  described  on  Page  2lj. 

I must  once  again  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  to  Mr.  Walshaw 
and  Miss  Langley  for  their  help  in  preparing  this  Report.

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COMMENTS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS 


POPULATION «.  The  Registrar  General !s  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population  (1972)  was  5 a 390  and  that  is  120  more  than  the  mid- 
year estimate  for  1971. 

BIRTHS . There  were  88  live  births  in  1972  that  is  9 less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  16.3 
per  1000  head  of  population.  This  rate,  standardised  on  the 
basis  of  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population,  gives 
an  adjusted  rate  of  16.5.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected  birth 
rate  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a figure  known 
as  the  Comparability  Factor.  The  Factor  for  Desborough  is 
1.01.  The ‘adjusted  birth  rate  of  16.5  for  1972  compares  with 
the  rate  of  23*7  for  1971  and  the  provisional  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  llj.. 8 per  1,000  head  of  population. 

DEATHS . There  were  U9  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1972,  that  is 
9 less  than  in  1971*  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  9.1  and  an 
adjusted  rate  of  9.0  per  1,000  head  of  population.  The  Com- 
parability Factor  in  this  case  for  Desborough  is  0.99.  The 
provisional  crude  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.1. 

DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD.  Of  the  k9  deaths  during  the  year,  J4J4- 
bodies  were  disposed  of  by  cremation  at  Kettering  Borough 
Crematorium,  giving  a percentage  of  90. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  No  Infant  Deaths  were  registered  in  1972. 
There  were  three  last  year  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of 
30.9  and  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  of  20.6  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  current  rates  for  England  and1  Wales  were  17.0  and  12.6 
respectively. 

STILL  BIRTHS."  There  were  two  Still  Births  in  1972  giving  a rate 
of  22.2  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.  The  Still  Birth  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0.  I append  particulars  of  these 
deaths .

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVIC 

In  subsequent  sections  full  details  will  be  found  relating 
to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban 
District*  for  which  services  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which 
concern  more  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than 
public  health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the 
Northamptonshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  many  of  these  services  under  Part  III  of  the  19U6  National  Health 
Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council 
services  is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  a School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Department  of  Pathology*  Kettering  and  District  General 
Hospital  is  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection 
with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases.  Seventeen 
faeces  specimens  were  examined  during  1972. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  assisted  by  the 
St.  John  Ambulance*  Brigade . 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES 

These  include  District  Nurses*  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors*  who 
are  all  highly  trained*  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service*  also  provided  by  the  County 
Council*  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of 
domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement*  and  in 
helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes*  so  that  they  can 
retain  their  treasured  independence.

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis 
and  Tetanus  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services, 
available  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child 
Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be 
given  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this 
is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service. 
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lx.  Immunisation  and  Vaccination.  Continued. 

A vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is 
available  and,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  County 
Health  Department,  a campaign  for  the  control  of  and  it  is 
hoped,  ultimate  eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced 
in  the  Autumn  of  1968. 

Geriatric  Clinic 

This  clinic,  which  is  conducted  by  a local  General  Practitioner, 
was  commenced  in  September  1966,  and  the  following  details  have 
been  supplied  by  him. 

The  clinic  is  held  once  monthly  at  the  Health  Clinic  in  Station 
Road,  Desborough.  The  patients  attending  are  selected  by  the 
Doctor  from  his  National  Health  Service  List  and  as  a general 
rule  consist  mainly  of  old  people  with  chronic  diseases  who 
live  alone.  Many  of  the  patients  have  been  in  the  care  of  the 
Geriatric  Department  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Kettering.  The 
average  attendance  is  about  sixteen. 

Each  new  patient  is  given  a physical  check  - blood  pressure, 
urine  test,  rough  eye  test  and  haemoglobin  estimation.  Further 
Investigation  is  made  where  necessary. 

All  patients  attending  need  transport  and  this  is  provided  by 
a mini-bus  hired  from  a local  garage,  and  paid  for  by  a grant 
from  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council.  A voluntary  worker 
travels  with  the  bus. 

The  Doctor  is  assisted  at  the  Clinic  by  a Health  Visitor  and  a 
District  Nurse  who  deal  with  any  social  problems,  financial  help 
etc.  and  assist  the  Doctor  in  the  examination  and  treatment  of 
the  patients.  A cup  of  tea  is  provided  and  some  simple  health 
education  is  given  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

These  clinics  are  successful  in  the  view  of  the  Doctor  who  con- 
ducts them  and  they  ease  the  load  of  Geriatric  visiting  which 
is  considerable  in  this  area. 

TOW  WELFARE  COMMITTEE 

This  voluntary  committee  aims  at  the  relief  of  the  aged, 
sick  and  needy  in  the  Town.  Over  6£0  home  and  hospital  visits 
were  made  during  the  year.  In  1972  approximately  £?08  was  paid 
out  by  the  Committee  in  cash  and  kind. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  mentioned  in  the  next  Section,  re- 
ceived a grant  of  £72.23  from  this  Committee,  enabling  the  cost  of 
the  meal  for  each  recipient  to  be  kept  at  £p.

The  Committee  organises  the  Chiropody  Service  for  the  County 
Council  and  also  provides  helpers.  During  the  year  U2  clinics  were 
held  and  890  treatments  were  given  at  the  clinics  or  at  the  patient's 
home. 


U50  Christmas  parcels  were  given  to  the  elderly  people  and  handi- 
capped children  and  to  former  inhabitants  now  resident  in  St.  Mary's 
and  St.  Crispin’s  Hospitals  or  homes  for  the  elderly. 

Several  patients  suffering  from  Chest  or  Heart  Diseases  are  under 
the  care  of  this  Committee.  . 

MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE 

Thirty-eight  meals  have  been  served  twice  a week  and  the  total 
number  of  meals  served  in  1972  was  3shSk*  The  Service  is  administered 
by  the  W.R.V.S.  and  is  partially  subsidised  by  the  Town  Welfare  Committee. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE . ACTS , 191+8  and  1951  - Section  U7 

These  Acts  empower  Local  Authorities  to  require  compulsory  admission 
to  hospital  in  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.

In  February  1972  on  the  departure  of  Mr.  N.  Thorpe  I was 
very  pleased  to  be  asked  to  provide  a public  health  service  for 
Desborough  Urban  District  in  addition  to  my  duties  at  Kettering. 
This  work  has  mostly  been  carried  out  by  my  deputy  Mr.  B.R.  Hodgins 
and  both  he  and  I wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
we  have  received  in  Desborough. 

During  the  year,  as  well  as  carrying  out  inspections  leading 
to  the  declarations  of  clearance  areas,  attention  was  concentrated 
on  the  inspection  of  food  premises. 


SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


HATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Hater 
Board  and  the  following  information  has  been  given  by  the  Engineer 
and  Manager  of  the  Board. 

"The  water  supply  in  the  area  was  generally  satisfactory  both 
as  regards  quantity  and  quality. 

36  samples  were  taken  in  Desborough  for  bacteriological  exami- 
nation and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Ub.2  samples  were  taken 
from  the  supply  reservoirs  and  all  were  satisfactory  apart  from  a 
single  unconfirmed  positive  result  obtained  from  Hannington  reservoir. 
This  reservoir  was  chlorinated  as  a precautionary  measure. 

2 chemical  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  supply  in  Desborough, 
both  showing  a satisfactory  quality  of  water.  The  supply  is  not 
plumbo-solvent  -but,  as  a matter  if  interest,  a special  early  morning 
sample  from  a Desborough  house  with  a lead  service  pipe  was  taken 
producing  a satisfactory  result  of  0.022  mg/1. 


A typical  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  Grafham, 

Pitsford  and  Cransley  reservoirs  in  1972  showed  the  average  fluo- 
ride content  to  be  0.3mg/l" 

The  3 bacteriological  samples  taken  by  the  Public  health 
Department  were  all  reported  to  be  TTvery  satisfactory". 

All  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  the  public  mains 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  supply  is  direct  to  the  house. 

There  are  20  houses  which  are  supplied  by  stand  pipes. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  19U9  • 

Regular  treatments  have  been  made  of  the  refuse  tip  and  sewage 
works,  and  a 10$  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  has  been  carried  out. 

Eleven  complaints  were  received  from  residents  and  all  infestations 
were  eradicated,  although  some  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the 
destruction  of  mice.  A greater  use  of  the  Council's  service  by 
householders  would  lead  to  an  early  treatment  of  an  infestation  and 
so  prevent  the  danger  of  major  infestations  developing.  No  charge 
is  made  for  the  treatment  of  domestic  premises,  and  the  cost  of 
treatment  at  a commercial  premises  is  nominal  to  cover  time,  travel 
and  materials. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 

Particulars  of  the  administration  of  this  Act  are  to  be  found 
on  page  32  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  Inspections  in  accordance 
with  this  Act  have  been  carried  out  but  have  revealed  few  infringe- 
ments of  Regulations. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

There  are  no  licensed  sites  within  the  District.  The  unlicensed 
siting  of  caravans  by  itinerants  on  private  land  and  highway  verges 
have  created  many  problems  varying  from  wilful  obstruction  to  the 
creation  of  public  health  nuisance  by  the  deposit  of  gross  amounts 
of  litter  and  refuse.  One  prosecution, was  taken  during  the  year  for 
the  continued  occupation  of  an  unlicensed  site  by  a caravan.  The 
Magistrates  found  the  case .proven  but  gave  an  absolute  discharge, 
considering  a fine  to  be  inappropriate  in  view  of  the  defendant's 
lack  of  legal  knowledge.  The  caravan  was  removed  following  the 
Bench's  request  for  co-operation  with  the  local  authority. 

The  recreation  ground  was  used  as  a temporary  site  by  a travelling 
fair  and  was  kept  under  supervision  whilst  in  use. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  district. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  conveniences  have  been  maintained  in  good  order  throughout 
the  year.  On  two  occasions  redecoration  was  necessary  following 
vandalism.  New  conveniences  were  commenced  at  the  Recreation  Ground 
to  be  completed  during  1973* 

sewac-e  disposal 

A satisfactory  effluent  has  been  maintained  from  the  Sewage 
Purification  Works.  The  construction  of  new  Works  are  planned 
outside  the  anticipated  development  area  in  the  present  Kettering 
Rural  District.  'Thirty  septic  tanks  are  emptied  by  the  Council. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND ■ DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  satisfactorily 
maintained  during  the  year.  ' The  joint  use  of  the  tip  by  the  Market 
Harborough  Urban  District  Council  and  this  Authority  continued 
satisfactorily.  The  introduction  of  work  study  and  an  incentive 
bonus  scheme  has  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  collection 
service . 

DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTES  ACT,  1972 

This  new  Act  became  operative  during  the  year  with  the  intention 
of  curbing  the  abuses  of  indiscriminate  tipping  of  poisonous  wastes. 
It  is  now  an  offence  to  deposit  poisonous,  noxious  or  polluting  waste 
in  circumstances  which  may  cause  danger  to  persons  or  animals,  or 
might  pollute  any  water  supply.  Notification  is  required  by  persons 
removing  waste  from  an  area  or  depositing  waste  within  in  area,  to 
the  Local  Authorities  and  River  Boards  concerned.  In  accordance 
with  this  Act  certain  liquid  wastes  deposited  at  the  refuse  tip 
were  examined  following  notification  by  the  depositor  and  approval 
was  given  for  this  tipping  to  continue  when  the  wastes  were  found 
to  be  non-toxic . 

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT 

There  are  15  licensed  petroleum  spirit  installations.  All  are 
inspected  and  tested  prior  to  licence  being  issued. 

DISTRICT  INSPECTION 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  summarised  at  the 
end  of  the  Report  on  page  26  . 389  visits  or  inspections  have  been 

made,  all  complaints  have  been  investigated  and  the  necessary  action 
taken  to  effect  remedy.

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

During  the  year  11 8 complaints  relative  to  dwelling  houses 
were  investigated.  Informal  action  was  taken  in  each  case.  The 
nuisances  referred  mainly  to  minor  housing  structural  defects 
and  drainage. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  1209  complaints  were  received 
from  tenants  of  Council  houses  relative  to  defects.  In  each  case 
appropriate  action  was  taken. 

GENERAL  IMPROVEMENT  AREA 

The  first  General  Improvement  Area  in  Desborough  was  declared 
on  the  2k th  April,  1972  following  investigation  into  the  conditions 
existing  in  the  area  bounded  by  Station  Road,  New  Street  and  Gladstone 
Street,  and  including  Mansefield  Close  and  Burghley  Close. 

The  objectives  of  designating  the  area  as  a general  improvement 
area  are  to  enable  both  the  houses  and  the  environment  in  which  the 
houses  are  located  to  be  improved.  The  houses  within  the  area  can 
be  effectively  modernised,  with  the  assistance  of  grants  now  available, 
to  a twelve  point  standard  giving  the  house  a life  of  at  least  30 
years . 


k 
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GENERAL  IMPROVEMENT  AREA. 


The  environment  can  be  improved,  by  repair  and  maintenance  of 
existing  main  services,  roads,  footpaths  and  street  lighting  along 
with  the  provision  of  open  spaces,  turning  heads  in  cul-de-sacs  and 
parking  spaces.  Possible  schemes  of  improving  the  environment  have 
been  drawn  up  with  the  help  of  public  participation.  The  Council 
have  purchased  a house  in  Mansefield  Close  with  the  intention  of 
converting  this  into  a show  house  to  enable  the  residents  within 
the  area  to  see  for  themselves  the  improvements  and  modernisation 
that  can  be  carried  out. 

CLEARANCE  0?  UNFIT  HOUSES 

Twelve  houses,  numbers  12  to  18  and  22  to  36  New  Street  were 
represented  as  -unfit  and  included  in  Clearance  Areas  No.  1 and  2 
which  were  declared  during  the  year. 

The  houses  6 to  IJ4.  Station  Road  were  treated  as  individually 
unfit  houses  and  demolition  orders  made. 

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

The  mortuary  was  not  used  during  the  year. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  GENERAL  REGULATIONS,  19g? 

Two  bottled  milk  stores  are  registered  as  dairies  under  these 
Regulations  and  both  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition.  .There 
are  seven  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk  which  is  supplied 
from  seven  shops. 

I-Iilk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1963 

All  milk  supplied  is  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations,  the 
majority  being  ''pasteurised”,  although  two  shops  now  sell  "ultra  heat 
t re  a t e d”  milk . 

Six  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  and  one  of  ultra  heat  treated 
milk  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  exami- 
nation, and  all  satisfied  the  appropriate  tests. 

Ice  Cream 

Eighteen  shops  in  the  District  sell  pre-packed  ice  cream,  and 
mobiles  circulating  within  the  area  sell  soft  ice  cream. 

Eight  samples  have  been  obtained  during  the  year  all  of  which 
were  reported  by  the  Laboratory  as  being  of  Provisional  Grade  I, 
which  is  very  satisfactory. 

Meat and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  longer  any  licenced  slaughterhouses  within  the  area 
and  all  meat  is  now  obtained  from  wholesalers  in  other  districts. 

Twelve  samples  of  cooked  meats  and  other  meat  products  were  sent 
for  routine  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factorily free  from  pathogenic  organisms,  but  two  were  reported  to 
contain  various  growths  of  Staphylococcus  albus.  This  organism  is 
common  on  the  human  skin  and  its  presence  is  an  indication  that  the 
product  has  been  handled  excessively  at  some  point  in  manufacture, 
delivery  or  sale . 

Food  Hygiene 

Investigations  have  been  carried  out  into  all  complaints  of 
unsound  food  reported  by  the  Public  during  the  year,  and  the  following 
complaints  were  referred  to  the  Public  Health  Committee :-

Several  investigations  of  complaints  raised  a suspicion  that 
shops  were  being  supplied  with  stale  goods  and  as  a result  an 
advisory  letter  was  circulated  warning  of  the  practice  and  advising 
on  steps  that  the  retailer  should  take  as  a safeguard  including 
checking  of  all' incoming  stock,  a personal  coding  to  indicate  date 
of  delivery  and,  in  particular,  not  to  participate  in  any  unofficial 
scheme  of  sale  and  return.  A response  was  received  from  several 
shops  and  the  supply  of  food  not  as  fresh  as  should  be  expected 
was  found  (e.g.  pork  pies  regularly  delivered  three  days  after 
manufacture ) . 

A total  of  1 cwt  3 qrs  9 lb  of  food  was  surrendered  during  the 
year,  the  majority  being  a variety  of  cereals  and  confectionary  sur- 
rendered by  a retailerwho  had  soled  a bakewell  tart  found  to  be 
infested  with  the  biscuit  beetle.  The  infestation  was  found  to  be 
centred  on  an  old  stock  of  semolina.  As  a safety  precaution  all 
susceptible  foods  in  proximity  to  the  semolina  were  surrendered  and 
destroyed.  The  lesson  to  be  learned  from  this  occurrence  is  that 
of  the  need  for  the  utmost  care  in  stock  rotation  and  regular  exami- 
nation of  stocks  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  resulting  publicity  in 
the  local  press  will  have  impressed  the  need  on  all  retailers.

The  notifications  received  were  as  follows:-  One  case  of 
Infectious  Hepatitis , two  cases  of  Salmonella  and  four  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever.

DIPHTHERIA , WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  Triple 
Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the 
County  Health  Department's  bi-monthly  clinics  in  Station  Road. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is... prevented  by  routine  immunisation 
in  infancy.  This  is  again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at'  the 
County  Health  Department's  Clinics.  No  cases  occurred.

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Gastro-Intestinal  diseases  due 
to  Dysenteric  organisms.  Two  cases  of  Salmonellosis  (Salmonella 
Typhimurium)  were  notified  in  June.  The  infection  was  contracted 
while  on  holiday  abroad. 

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS 

One  case  of  Infectious  Hepatitis  was  notified  in  a woman  of 
2U  years.  One  case  occurred  last  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Four  cases  occurred  compared  with  three  cases  in  1971. 
SMALLPOX 

There  were  ijo  cases. 

LEPROSY 

The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations , 1966  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  March,  1966.  Under  these  Regulations  cases  of  Leprosy 
are  now  notifiable  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
not  as  heretofore  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security.  No  notifications  of  Leprosy  were 
received. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

No  cases  were  notified  in  1972  and  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis.  The  present  state  of  the  Register  is  as  follows: -

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1925 

These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action 
was  taken  during  the  year. 
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DANGEROUS  NECKLACE  BEADS 


On  May  26th,  information  was  received  that  foreign  necklaces 
had  been  imported,  the  beads  of  which  contain  an  extremely  toxic 
poison  i.e.  Abrin. 

A check  was  accordingly  made  on  Fancy-goods  and  Toy  Shops  and 
Head  Teachers  were  apprised  of  the  situation. 

The  "Beads"  are  really  berries  of  the  Vine,  Abrus  Precatorius 
which  is  native  to  Asia,  Africa  and  Mexico.  The  colour  of  the  beads 
is  red  with  black  spots  on  the  surface  giving  a "Ladybird"  appearance. 

Thirty  strings  of  these  beads  were  found  in  various  places 
throughout  the  area  of  Health  Division  No.  2 and  arrangements  were 
made  for  their  destruction  by  incineration.
